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THE SOROSIS. 


A Chapter of Its Inside History. 


The Criticisms of a Friend. 


From The New York Evening Mail.] 

Itis nearly a year since the public 
was aporised of the organization here in 
New York of a club of clever women, 
soon alter and now known by the name 
of ‘‘ The Sorosis.’”’ The first idea was to 
make it a sort of Masonic order, the mys- 
teries of which were to be as profoundly 
concealed as those of any Royal Arch 
The nucleus of the organizs- 
tion gave promise of excellent results. 
Those who first undertook the work were 
most zealous in building up their new so- 
ciety, aud their success was flattering. 
Had they adhered with Roman-matronly 
firmness to the ideas tirst proposed, there 
migbt have been to-day one of the most 
charming societies—or halfa dozen, per- 
hsaps—that ever ‘‘ameliorated the con- 
dition of the sex.’’ 

The original! object of the association, 
according to our understanding, was to 
gather a select circle of kindred spirits, 
for purposes of recreation only; to set 
apart certain days on which these con- 
genial friends should modestly imitate 
ihe lords «f creation in ‘‘ having a good 
time.’’ A quiet lunch (at the insignifi- 
cant price cf one dollar each) ; an after- 
noon of innocent goseip; the possible 
extension of the idea to private recep- 
tions—that was all. For three or four 
months this plan worked very weil. 
The degr creatures paid their dollar each 
for Deimonico’s sandwiches and coffee, 
and felt happy—for they were secluded 
from the tyrannical lord of creation, and 
disported in seupreme contempt of his 
likes and dislikes, But secrecy was out 
of the question—the married Soro rushed 
frantically to her home and told her bus 
band the whole story of her experience, 
who were there, and what they were, 
and what they did, and what they said, 
what they proposed to do. Then the 
horr:d man put it all in print, and in lees 
than ninety days from the first meeting, 
the Sorosis and their doings were as well 
understood as the open proceedings of 
the Board of Aldermen. So much for 
womgn's power to Keep a secret. 

Siil), had they barred the door to cer- 
tain baleful influences, they might have 
grown pale on weak lemonade and poor 
oysters, avd the horrid tyrant would 
have smiled at the innocent folly, pitied 
their greenness in gastronomy, and bid 
them go abead and be happy. ‘Tae fun 
might have seemed silly, but it was 
hary'ess, and no one would have seri- 
ously criticised {he actors bad they kept 
close to the origiual idea. Thejr success, 
however, created great interest, éspeci- 
ally among their own sex. Of that sex 
there is, unfortunately for thankind, a 
formidable army, Whose main etudy 
seems to be to make other men and wo- 
men miserable; a ciass neither fiah nor 
fow], nor good red herring; a class of re- 
formers, whose brains have been steeped 
in sociology, who can see no good discon- 
nected from utility,’’ and have no 
boleth save !'ttilize! utilize!’' These 
womsn’s-rights advocates, lecturers, phi- 
losophers, atd utilitariane in general, 
were attracted by the Sorosis, as patur- 
ally as honey attracts insects. They did 
not join in any considerable numbers, 
but they brought to bear the influence of 
their reforming ideas, aud, almost before 
the playful Sorosis suspected it, the gtili- 
tariaus were rightin their camp. The 
innocent lambs who went to Delmonico’s 
once & month to sip tea and prattie small 
talk, and ‘‘ have a good time,’’ found 
among them the ideas if not the persons 
of these restless reformers,”’ 

So it came about that tea and toast 
were mixed with modern ideas,’’ and 
the real enjoyment of their meetings 
rapidiy passed away. One wanted the 
Sorcsis to establish a school for the edu- 
cation of servants; others wanted stated 
preaching, in tbe form of an esgay, at 
each meeting, and some of such, we be- 
lieve, were read; a foundling hospital 
was another ides; reformation in dress ; 
intellectual culture, the independence of 
woman—io short, almost every notion, 
except female suffrage and riding veloc- 
ipedes, was proposed as a fit and. proper 


ideas came differerces of opinien, and 
cliques, and very nearly generai dis- 
ruption. 

Far be it from us to inveigh against 
the female reformer. She has a function 
and a fie'd; she has the Preeg at her 
fingers-euds; and the public ear at her 
tongue’s end. Butis it not bard that a 
dozen or two of quiet women cannot 
meet in a friendly way toenjoy an after- 
noon of leisure, without having their 
privacy broken by the intrusion of these 
rampant roarera for ‘‘reform’”’ and 
‘utility May not one sip her choco- 
late without being bored by lectures on 
the rights of women, the equality of the 
sexes, the extravagance of dress, or some 
school-girl recitation of drowsy prose or 
proay poetry ? 

These intresive people have pretty 
nearly dope for the Sorosis. Barbara 
Mauley waves her cotton umbrella and 
shrieks ‘‘reform !’’ and the hope of social 
epjoyment vanishes on the instant. The 
Sorosis must come back to its original 
platform or very soon fall to dacey. It 
was meant to bea cosy little society of 
congenial spirits, who would throw off 
the cares. of the hour and enjoy that pri- 
vate recreation of which women are so 
fond and of which they have so little. 
The entertainment of ideas of reform and 
utility such as we have alluded to, was 
never contemplated, and the sooner the 
sisters turn such ideas and their advo- 
cates from their doora, the better for 
their peace and eam: agp Most wo- 
men have cares enaugh, lectures enough, 
and-philosophy enougb at home. Their 
lives are too much occupied with the re- 
alities of life. It is no more than just 
that they should enjcy some share of the 
luxuries of leisure, of which the lords of 
creation have abuadance—the privilege 
of a private enjoyment ia their own way, 
in some place free from intrusion. Let 
them shut oyt inexorably all philosophy 
and reform ; let them prohibit, on pain 
of expulsiou, the mention of anything in 
ihe way of business, and to make sure 
they should include anything that sav- | 
ored too strongly of common sense ; let

mctest Manner. Bo may Sorosis return 
to the true path, bring a deal of real en- 
joyment to her members, extend pleas- 
ant intercourse, and make charming 
friendships, and thereby serve to smooth 
the rough apd !onely that so many 
women are compelled to travel.

THE * LOST CAUSE.” 


Meneys Recovered in Fereign 
Countries on Account of the 
Southern Confederacy. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has 
sent to the House a reply to the resolu- 
tion as to the amount of money recov- 
ered in foreign countries on account of 
the late Confederate States. Caleb Cush- 
ing was employed by the State Depart- 
ment on that business, and reports that 
$21.723 have been recovered. The bal- 
ance remaining is $2320, on which there 
is an unpaid demand for a thousand dol- 
lars, including in the sum which has 
been disbursed from this fund one bun- 
dred and fifty franca deposited with a 
court in France in the Arman suit, ac- 
cording to the law which requires from 
aliens security for the payment of costs, 
which sum shall remain in said court. 
The information called for by the resolu- 
tion has already been furnished, the res- 
idue of money received from the sale of 
captured and abandoned lands in the in- 
eurrectionary districts having been cov- 
ered in the Treasury. Of this sum the 
$500,000 mentioned in the previous docu- 
ment, on deposit with the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, of New York, is to 
secure the sureties on a bond require: to 
be given by Simeon Draper, late cotton 
agent at New York city. In the cuits 


against him, $400,000 were released by

The skirt is more than two 
yards long, and has a deep tlounce of 
rich, white lace; over this is a puffed 
tunic of white tuile, bordered with the 
same kind of lace; it is looped and 
trimmed with white satin bows and 
white daisies. The square bodice is very 
low, both back and front, but is made 
very pretty with puffings of tulle, which 
are worn, sufficiently high. Lace to

ends and innumerable loops. The coiffure 
is of white daisies, and the chignon is 
couposed cf curls, Powdered hair, costly

evening parties. These efforts have not

There is nothing particularly new in 
the street suits or in the short house 
dress.

Those made of point applique lace are 
much handsomer. They are composed 
of lace insertivg, alternating with very 
narrow rows of French needle-work. 
A frill of lace borders the middle row of 
the inserting. Kuoth chemisettes have 
frills of lace around the neck; velvet is 
ran through the eer» which is in- 
serted between the frili and the main 
part. We should not advise our readers 
to attempt making these troublesome 
little articles. The differenve between 
the materials and the made articles is 
very slight. Five doliars will buy a 
chemisette composed of Valenciennes 
lace and needle-work ; fourteen or fif- 
teen dollars will purchase a chemisette of 
point applique lace with sleeves te cor- 
respond. 

* Sashes are worn broad snd short, with 
innumerabie loops, or with fan-shaped 
or panier bow. Bows for the neck con- 
tinue in favor; the prettiest ones are 
made of satin, of some rich self color. 
This style of bow is made over founda- 
ion net, and the pointed ends are lined 
with silk; the gay-colored ribbons with 
fringed edges are worn as much as ever. 

Bonnets—if the little puffings of tulle 
velvet and satin can be called bonnets— 
remain in statu quo, as to size; but we 
have been told that milliners intend, if 
possible, to introduce a larger siz3 in the 
spring ; but this cannot be done until the 
chiguons are suppressed.

Titat the editors of the Post ob- 
tained money from him to be used for 
political purposes. 

2d. That he (RUTTER) was induced to 
take stock in the Post. 

3d. That he (RUTTER) paid Eaton (of 
the Post) money for mdnipulating the of- 
> faire of the bank, and that he never ré- 
ceived the “scratch of the pen’’ for 
said moneye. 

4th. The statement that Gen. JoHN 
EATON received aii the money which he 
got from the bank in a legitimate com- 
mercial way, is falee, Gen. EATON and 
SPENCE having met him (RuTTER) at 
Iuka Springs, and there both received 
money from him, for which there never 
was a “ scratch of a pen ’’—not given in 
a ‘‘commercial’’ way either. | 

5th. Mr. KEATING obtained No money 
from the bank, except on endorsed 
paper, and the accommodations extend- 
ed to him were strictly of a commercial 
‘character. 


These statements Mr. RurrerR made 
in presence of witnesses, and also signed 
his name tothem. This, in our opinion, 
relieves Mr. KEATING of anything fur- 
ther to say in the matter. In order, 
however, that the public may know in 
hew much the APPeAL has besn con- 
nected with the School Fund swindle, 
we subjoin the following card of Mr.

The ccurse of the Senate toward the 
President elect in his declared policy for 
arepealof the civil tenure-of-office act 
was subjected io the test of party ma- 
chinery to-day, ia the shape of a Radical 
eaucus, composed of all of the Radical 
Senators. There were present when tie 
caucus was Called to order fifiy-one Rad- 
ical Senators. It appeared that the so- 
cret conclave had been called by the op- 
ponents of the repeal of the civil tenure 
iaw. Tbis at once brought to their feet 
the friends of repeal, who, through Sen- 
ator Morton and others, deciared that 
they did not intend to be bound by any 
caucus decision unless it deexicd for the 
immediate and unconditional abolition 
cfthat law. Indeed, they were vot wil 
ling to accept any of the proposed modi- 
fications which were pending in the Sen- 
ate, but favored concurrence with the 
House bill for ol)!:terating the obnoxious

statute. Mr. Fe:senden said that the 
law was passed to restrict the powers of 
a bed executive, and he questioned if it 
had not after all resulted in more harm 
than good. Mr. Morton repeated bis ar- 
guments made in the Senate for repeal, 
and thought the new President ought to 
come into power unshackled by any of 
the restrictive legislation which had 
been thrown around President Johnson. 
If this were done Gen. Grant would be 
left free to remove corrupt officials, to 
more efficiently collect the revenue, and 
to carry out theretrenchment and reform 
policy indicated in the President elect’s 
late speech.

The views 
of the President elect would be more 
positivs!y known on this question, and 
the Houre and Senate could act in a bet- 
ter epirit and with more light before 
them. Hoa therefore moved that the 
whole matter be indefinitely postponed. 
By this time the caucus had dwindled to 
thirty Senators. The rest, weary with 
the debate and diegusted with caucus 
machinery, had withdrawn.

Taxation and Wasteful Expen- 
> ditures. 
I:ditors Memphis Appeal: 

A movement has been recentiy set on 
foot having foriis cbhject the reduction 
of taxes, the retrenctiment of expendi- 
tures and the prevention of abuses. Be- 
ing but avery smaili taxpayer in com- 
parison with many, and yet unable to 
jive and pay the taxes which are de- 
manded of me, 1 bardly kuow whether 
Iam at liberty to Join an organization 
into which taxpayers alone are admitted. 
But I have a common interest with the 
public, and with al! men of small means, 
in what so nearly concerns the iuvterests 
of every citizen of Sbeliy county, 
whether rich or poor. And iiaving the 
leisure to 2o so, and knowing that 
‘““what is everybody’s business is no- 
bod y’a business,’’ I infer that this is my 
business, and that I have as much the 
right to speak on this subject as any one 
else. If there sre apy two sides to be 
seen, it is undeniable that citizens, 
voters, taxpayers andthe whole people 
sbouid hear both sides. I protest that 
the rich should not grind the faces of the 
poor, that the poor should pot delight in 
calamity to the rich, and that no man 
has apy exclusive right to fatten on 
‘tithes wrung from honest labor, or from 
capitsli—which is but the reward of in- 
dustry, to the poeseseion of which the 
rich aud the poor alike aspire. An hon- 
est penny is the oaly one apy 
can honestly turn. And my memory 
is not so short as to have forgotten 
the day when not oe amoig 
us dared to look honest meno in 
their faces, without at least feeling able 
at the same time to stand without biuah- 
ing, in the full consciousness of ability 
to vindicate at will, before ail men, their 
jadividual and personal integricy ia the 
execution of any public trust coufided to 
them. If this iv not so now, tas timcs 
are sadly out of joint, and we have the 
evidence of a demoralization wiich ap- 
proaches the bounds of a public degrads- 
tion, involving the Gisgrace aud persoa- 
al responsibility of every citizen. Witb 
your permission I may, in iuture, give 
you some details, which will show that 
the organ zation t@resist waste- 
ful aud corrupt expenditures of tie pub- 
lic monies is oot eatablishid withou: tie 
most cogent reasons, aad that it is com- 
pelied by a stringent necossiliy. | 

It iea firetduty of the citizen tosuppert 
his government. Audit is equally the 
first duty of the Government to make 
and exccute iawse eo that all honest 
men can make an hones! 
and so tbat rich and poor alike 
may be abie to proeperia the re 
ceipt of the rewards of their capital and 
lavor. Without thie, capital will fly 
from the country. Nou country pros- 
per in which the taxes equal (he orcins- 
ry earnings of iabor and capital, and 
leave the citiz:n noturplus, You may 
tell much and truly of the wouderiui re- 
sources and fertility of your Leaven- 
fayored and sunny Southern lane; you 
may boast as you will bow its vast 
plains yield returns to the hus- 
bandman; how tbs sea reaches 
out its many arms, eeeking the g'uples 
and the harvest, and how mechubics, 
farmers and manufacturers may be en- 
righed im your section, and invite iuimi- 
gration with all the glowing iavguage of 
eulogy and eloquense, but you will have 
few immigrants.

Surely, ifin the 
common interest, anything can be done 
by the citizens’ organization, every man 
ehould bid jit good speed, There is no 
great deal to be gained by getting lower 
down. And since the workof ruin may 
be stayed by the meseures proposed by 
the ** Citizens’ Union,’’ the shoulder of 
every man should be at the wheel, who 
cares @ Gopper for himeelf or family, or 
the interests of hia fellow citizens.

VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


Another Development of Vast 
Mineral Wezlth, 


Some weeks ego Col. M. J. Wicks, 
Prosident of the Memphis ard Charies- 
ton Railroad Company, keenly alive to 
mil the interests of bis road, sent to Dr. 
Theodore Hoernerof this city for analy- 
sis several specimens of a reddish sub- 
stance, found in lamps and mass, in vast 
quantities along the line of the road. 
his substance gives off freely to the 
touch a beautiful deep red pigment, and 
it occurred to Col. Wicks that it could be 
utilized as @ mineral paint. 

Dr. Hoerner immediately instituted a 
series of experiments vith this end in 
view c!.icfly, and the r-sult was the de- 
velopment of- the fact that the sub- 
stance was an argillacecus iron ore, 
most vaiuable not only for that purpose, 
tut for several othere. 

An aualysris of one hundred parts of 
this ore, dried at a temperature of 100° 
Celsius, show that it consists of 


Oxide of Iron 62 50 
Alumina 
Traces of Megnesia, Lime, etc., aud loss:.... 


Dr. Hoerner, in his able report to Col. 
Wick’s says: 

There sre several ways in which this 
ore may be utilized. Tho percentage 
cf oxide of iron (62.5) is equivalent in 
the present combiuation, to 43.75 of iron. 
The ore could, therefore, be worked to 
advantage for ita percentage of metal, as 
are many in Europe notso rich. Ten- 
nessee, however, Contains so many rich 
deposits that this would hardly pay. 

If a polishing powder, in large quanti- 
ties, Were merchantable, this ore, simply 
reduced to a powder, could be used in 
that way, foritis equalin this respect 
to the artificial oxide of iron, called 
caput mortuum, or jeweler’s rouge. It 
could, however, be used only in very 
limited quantities in this form. 

Kut the great use to which the mine- 
ral could be turned is asa pigment. By 
simply roasting the crude ore, the minute 
shining spicu/ae of ore fre all reduced to 
thesame color, and the lumps and masses 
become extremely friabie, requiring very 
littie jorcs tucrush them to an impalp- 
able powder of a dull red color. The 
oxide of iron and silics give it aeplendid 
body for covering, and oy the admixture 
of whiting or clay, it caa be reduced to 
any shade of brown or red. 

There is no teiling the value of this 
discovery, and we hops that Col, Wicks, 
who jas so far shown himselfa man of 
euterprize and advanced views, will lose 
no time in putting it toservice. Dr. Hoer- 
ner, who made the examination and an- 
alysis, is a finished chemist, and we un- 
dersiand bas several other specimens of 
cesis, minerals, etc,, ander examination, 
and is thus actively engaged in develop- 
ing the mineral resources of Tenreseee. 
Such & msn isa valuable acquisition to 
any community.

The Senate, by a vote of twenty-seven 
to twenty-six, refused to concur in the 
House amendments to the National 
Banking and Currency bill, which pro- 
vides for a redistribution of the currency. 

The official recapitulation of gold. and 
silver coin sold on account of the United 
States, from January, 1863, to January, 
9, 1869, shows $238 500,000. The largest 
sales were in 1867, viz: Nearly $59,000,- 
000in New York. In 1868, over $39,- 
000,000 at New York and St. Louis. The 
taxes on the entire amount sold in those 
three years were $148,000 ; commissions, 
$263,000; premiums, $108,222,000; net 
receipts, about $345,500,000. 

An unusually large amount of muti- 
lated and worn out bank notes and frac- 
tional currency is going to the Treasury 
for redemption, and the call for new 
money has been so great that the Cur- 
rency Bureau was not able to meet it 
without drawing on what was printed 
some time ago. It is ascertained on in- 
quiry that we have made a good deal of 
our money of shoddy paper; that is, of 
mutilated notes ground upin the Treas- 
ury Department and made over again. 
The currency from this stock printed by 
the hydrostatic process proves to be of 
very inferior quality, and, of course, is 
easily worn out in handling. Orders 
have been given that no more grinding 
up of old notes shall be done, but here- 
after only the best kind of new stock 
shall be used in making Government 
money.

The Jefferson (Texas) Jimplecute gives 
the following additional particulars of 
the disaster to the Mittie Stephens: 

A'lon board, except the regular watch- 
es, were wrapped in profound s!umber. 
The hour of midnight had just chimed 
by the clock, when the pilot discovered 
signs of fireon the larboard side of the 
forecastie, where, it seeme, two hundred 
and seventy-four bales of hay had been 
stowed. 

Four quick successive taps of the bell 
gave the alarm to thecrew. That alarm 
was the knell that summoned xty-one 
souls to meet their maker. Exertions 
almost superhuman were made by the 
men, but all to no purpose. The fire- 
king had begun his reign. Already it 
was ‘painting hell on thesky.”’ Then 
ensucd a scene of dismay, of terror and 
of death, which the pen of man cannot 
adequately depict, por the mind of man 
fully conceive, The brave captain, com- 
prebending his duty at this crisie, 15 if 
by intuition, cried to the pilot, **‘ Head 
her from the wind! Openup!”’ To the 
clerk, the unfortunate Riemer, he gave 
orders to rouse and save the passengers. 
Riemer went below to die at his post. It 
was now certain destruction to remain 
any longer on the roof, and the captein 
bid the pilots save themselves, which 
they did by escaping from the stern of 


the vessel. 


Capt. Kellogg made a leap for life 
through the flames, being slightly 
burned as he went, and feliinto the lake 
a distance of thirty feet. Hejhad, how- 
ever, inhaled 80 much hot air that he 
became insensible; luckily the water 


mariue 


was shallow, and he was observed by a 
passenger and the barkeeper, who soon 
rasuscitated him. AI! united in their 
praise of the Captain’s presence of min:, 
prudenecs, and gallant efforts to save the 
boat and passengere. It would seem in- 
vidious to particulariz> where all did so 
well; but the thanks of the passengeis 
are directly due to the meritorious ser- 
vices rendered by Mr. Hethertor, the biil 
clerk, in prowiding lifejpreservers’’ for 
them. He was tue last to leave the 
wreck. Binding on a preserver, he drep- 
ped into the cold watersof the lake. He 
floated about a while, and becoming in- 
sensible, was picked up, or rather towed 
ashore by the Dixie’s yawl. The Dixie 
lay in Jim’s Bayou, about five miles dis- 
tant, tied to a tree, with steam down. 
Capt. Jacobse, the master, was informed 
by the watchman that he believed there 
was a boat on fire. He thereupon dis- 
patched his ma’e and a deck hand to 
the place of thed saster. Capt. Swaine, 
the pilot of the Mittie Stephens, 
was the first one of the survi- 
vors whom they saw; he was enconsced 
in a tree to which -bhe had swam$ 
He directed him to the body of Mr. 
Hetherton, and afterward to that of Mr. 
T. L Lyon, of the house of J. W. Bur- 
bridge, New Orleans. They then re- 
li. ved ‘ome persons clinging to the rud- 
der of the wreck, Capt. Swayne in the 
meantime refusing to be relieved until 
the yaw! had done all the service possi- 
ble. They picked up the body of an un- 
known woman who came on board the 
Stephens at Grand Ecore. The veseel 
was but a few minutes in consuming, 
owing to the combustible material of the 
freight. That short time seemed an 
eternity tosome. The distressing screams 
and groans of the sufferers ascended to 
heaven, mingling with the din of disa:- 
ter, and the prayersof thedying huaband 
and wife, child and mother, friend and 
foe, were cradled in the billows of the 
lake, which soon roeked them to sleep. 
Like the boat on which they but a few 
minutes before so peacefully siumbered, 
they passed away as it were ‘‘a tale that 
is told,” 

Mr. Burke, a surviving passenger, 
having been informed by the officers of 
the steamer that two thieves had come 
on board at Shreveport, was keeping 
watch for them iu tbe cabin when the 
a broke out. Tae thieves were both 
ost.

In conclusion, we have this to say: 
With characteristic generosity our cit- 
izens did everytiing that could be done 
to alleviats the sufferings and ameliorate 
the condition of the survivors; but as 
public journalists, it becomes our painful 


upon the conduct of the Captain of the 
steamer Caroline, Wien the crew of the 
Stephens presented themselves to him, 
aud asked for a passage to New O-leans, 
he grifily rephed that he, worked for 
money and could not take tbem. He 
afterward, however, sent them an inovi- 
tation. Destitute as the poor men were, 
they were stili smarting under the in- 
sult, and would not accep! the same. 
Capt. Jacoba, of the Dixie, kindly ten- 
dered the use of his boat, and they are 
now on their way to the city.
